sqm. area, including agricultural and graz- 
ing land, residential area and road. During 
mine clearance operations carried out in the 
aforesaid loi^lities 603 antt-^cs^oni^l and 
226 anti-tank mines as well as 112 UXOs 
were discovered and destroyed. A nmber of 
14Q97? fragments jyerejl^^) collected.

fntreducing Martyred Rahmatillah : 

Rahmatullah, s/o Gula Jan was bcfl[il in 1962 
tii>Manglam village, Peiclt>#strict, Kunar 
province. His family lived a poor peasant 
life. In spite of all economic problems the 
parents sent their son to schoc^ when he was 
seven years old. Unfortunately many addi- 
tional problems caused Rahmatullah to com- 
plete his primary education. He therefore 
Mt%JSi^ll after grade two. He assisted his 
father in agricultural works. In April 1978 
when the government changed and true re- 
ligious Afghan youth formed the Mujahed- 
din lines, Rahmatullah also joined the devot- 
ti'M^He^in rank of his area. During his 
Jehad he bravely fought with the aggressive 
forces. After some time he came to Pakistan 
and lived as a refugee in BajawaF m'dav He 
was obliged to earir to living of his ten- 
member family and meanwhile continue the 
Jehad. He, therefore, joined ATC on the be- 



lief that the demining job was also a mean 
of serving the oppressed people of his na- 
tion from the hidden enemy, i.e the mines. 

In 1990 Rahmatullah completed the demin- 
ing course in Risalpur. He joined ATC and 
on Dec. 2 of that year was appointed as 
4^P^MI>ea^Aing Team No.8. 

Rahmatullah was a very honest and devoted 
deminer and served his nation in the best 
possible way. 

On April 26, 1992 while, he was starting 
work in a mined area at Payenda Kheil vil- 
lages, Khost province, suddenly a rrrine ex- 
ploded and injured him. With all efforts 
made by the project medical doctors for 
saving Rahmatullah's life he-#ed ' 6n the 
way to the hospital. 

May his soul rest in peace.

ATC Mine Clearance Site Office No. 6 



With taking the pressing needs of the socie- 
ty into account. Sit Office No. 6, consisting 
of two teams was established in August 
1991 and sent to Badakhshan province. 

According to the arranged plan the project 
started mine clearance activities in Sar-e- 
Hauz and Top Khana area. As Top Khana 
township had been one of the most impor- 
tant border areas of Badakhshan province 
for the supply of arms to Mujaheddin as 
well as for their crossing to the neighbour- 
ing province so the Soviet forces had laid 
different type of mines on this route. Site 
Office No. 6 was therefore assianed to the 
mine clearance job in that area. During a 
seven -month untiring work the project was 
able to clear 154325 sqm. agricultural/ 
grazing land. In the process of mine clear- 
ance operations carried out 9666 anti- 
personnel mines and 68 items of unexploded 
ordnance along with 83490 pieces of frag- 
ments were discovered and immediataly de- 
stroyed/collected. As a result of this accom- 
plishment the residents of the area were 
rescued from the threat of death/disability. 

In 1992 the unit was moved to Nangarhar 
province and started mine clearance activi- 
ties around security posts on Gloookoh and 
Shamshad mountains and the adjacent roads. 
During mine clearance operations carried 
out in this area 31 anti-personnel and 1 anti- 
tank mines as well as 15 large shells were 
discovered and destroyed. As a result of <he 



abovementioned successful operations the 
Shamshad security post, 209766 sqm. land, 
road and grazing land were cleared of 
mines and made ready for utilization. 

In March of that year Teams No. 9 and 11 
of the project were shifted to Khass Kunar 
district. By August 16 of the same year the 
two ATC demining teams were able to clear 
3525652 sqm. area of the district which in- 
cluded agricultural land, residential area, 
road and grazing land. During mine clear- 
ance operations in the aforesaid area 51 
anti-personnel mines and 397 UXOs were 
discovered and destroyed and 96132 frag- 
ments were collected. 

As in late 1991 the weather in Top Khana 
area of Badakhshan province was too cold 
for resuming mine clearing operations and 
the assigned tasks were left incomplete 
therefore in August, 1992 the project was 
again assigned to complete the tasks in Toap 
Khana area of Badakhshan province. The 
demining teams succeeded in discovering 
and destruction of 1483 butterfly-type anti- 
personnel mines, 99 UXOs as well as col- 
lecting 137026 fragments as a result of 
which 138092 sqm. land was cleared. After 
completing the assigned tasks in August the 
project was shifted to Jurm and Baharak 
districts. The project started mine clear- 
ance tasks in minefields already surveyed 
and marked by survey teams. ATC demi- 
ners were successful in clearaing 3966 sqm.

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In Kulangar district : 

In Dado Kheil village 12 anti-personnel 
mines and 14 UXOs were discovered and 
destroyed during mine clearance operations 
as a result of which 19304 sqm. grazing 
land was made safe and put at disposal of 
residents of the area. 



Similarly, in Newi Kalai 105746 sqm. agri- 
cultural land was cleared of mines. In the 
processof demining operations performed in 
the village 55 anti-personnel mines were 
discovered and destoryed. 




The third seminar organized for demining 
team leaders was attended by seventy per- 
sons, inculding Directors of demining or- 
ganizations, officers responsible for mine 
clearance operations, foreign advisors/ 
experts from UNOCHA Demining Office 
and administrative members of demining 
teams, was held in Jalal Abad, capital of 
Nangarhar province. 

In this seminar, which continued from 9-13 
Oct. Heads of ATC, OMAR, MCPA, DAFA, 
MDC, Demining HQs, Dmining Office and 
HALO TRUST were also present. 

The seminar was opened on Oct. 9 at Speen 
Ghar Hotel, Jalal Abad, by some verses 
from the Holy Quran. Then Alhaj Abadul 
Qadeer, Governor of Nangarhar province 
expressed his gratitude to the demining or- 
ganizations for their achievement. He 
praised the mine clearance procedure in 
Nangarhar province as a result of which 
noteworthy situations have been provided 
for rehabilitation and reconstruction of the 
province. He stated that among the 140 or- 
ganizations now working in Nangarhar 
province ATC mine clearance organization 
is the largest and the most active agency. 
Then Colonel I.W. Mansfield, Programme 



Manager, Mine Clearance Programme, UN- 
OCHA-Islam Abad, introduced the agenda 
of the seminar as well as other matters of 
discussion. 

Discussion used to take place on each item 
of the agenda and results/recommendations 
of the groups were then presented to the 
meeting and decisions were made on basis of 
vote taken on each proposal. 

The following main issues were discussed in 
the seminar : 

- safe procedure for mine clearance and 
medical services; 

- use of mine dogs groups ; 

- administrative matters : SOP, Leave policy 
for teams. Mission Period of training teams. 

- equipment up date ; 

- minefield survery operations; 

- procedures, reporting and radio communi- 
cation systems; 

- coordination and cooperation 

- modified mine clearance drills; and 

- case study and briefing. 

During the seminar the participants watched 
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mines as a result thousands of sqm. land was 
made safe for utilization of the local people. 

In Charikar city ; 

In Khwaja Seyaran area 91 anti-personnel 
mines along with 19 UXOs were discovered 
and destroyed as a result of which 5874 
sqm. agricultural land was cleared of mines 
and is now made ready for agricultural use. 
Also in Jamsheid Kheil area 1217 sqm. resi- 
dential area, deserted because of placed 
mines was carefully cleared of mines by 
ATC deminers. During these demining op- 
erations 29 anti-personnel mines were dis- 
covered and immediately destroyed. As a 
result of which 6325 sqm. grazing land was 
made safe for use. 

Apart from these, in Totum Dara also 26 
anti-personnel mines as well as 44 UXOs 
were discovered and destroyed and 6325 
sqm. grazing land was cleared. 

In Bagram district : 

In Qala-i-Beland area 101 anti-personnel 
mines were discovered and destroyed in ag- 
ricultural land of the area as a result of 
which 16904 sqm. agricultural land was 
cleared of mines. 

Similarly in Soorat Kheil village 46 anti- 
personnel mines and nine items of UXO 
were discovered and destroyed during dem- 
ining activities in 1488 sqm. agricultural 
land. In Aroki village of the district 4 mines 
and unexploded ordnance were discovered 
and destroyed in 258 sqm. agricultural land. 
In Qaracha village, Bagram district, 49 
anti-personnel mines and nine items of un- 
exploded ordnance were discovered and de- 
stroyed as a result of which 5304 sqm. 
grazing land was cleared of mines. In Aka 
Kheil villaged also 2540 sqm. agricultural 
land was cleared of mines after discovering 



and destruction of 17 anti-personnel mines 
and 7 UXOs. 

Also through untiring efforts of ATC demi- 
ners in Hogamati area of Bagram district 
1737 sqm. agricultural land has also been 
cleared of mines after destroying one anti- 
personnel mine.
